Land Reservations. 

"Tho whole of tlio Land in tlio vnlloy 
of tho Chih;otin Rivor, extendinj^ b.iok 
on oitlior nido to the hill tops, in rosov- 
od h-on\ tho operation of tho "Ijand 
Ordinanoo, ISTO," until further notice, 
and ponding' tho location andallotmont 
to the Indians of tho Landa to be ml 
apart for theii* use and eujoymoiit." So 
xuna a notice in the "Government 
Gazette," under date 30th August, 
1872. To those unfamiliar with tlie 
circumstances of tho case, thia notice 
might be thought of little consequence. 
But 4 very brief statement of facts will 
tend to show that it is of very great 
consequence. The country covered 
by these simple and seemingly luiini- 
portant words comprises the entire 
Chilcotin VftUoy, aoniotliiiiy like 250 
miles in length, with il varying' width 
of from fifty to ono hundred miles. 
About this valley very little was known 
until cpiito rect'ntly. The railway ox- 
2)loratory surveys nf tho present, year 
have, however, eoinpli'tdy lil'tfil tlie 
veil and revesded ono of tho most fer- 
y\\o and dosiralilo stretches of onuntry 
that is to be found on the I'aeilic slope. 
This is no exaggeration, no careless 
use of words. It is the simple state- 
ment of a fact which will be eor.olio- 
rated by every intellig-ent irombor of 
the surveyiuj^ parties) who lias passed 
through tlio country in quosii 'U, Nn 
sooner, however, had tho exploratory 
survey demonstrated this f/ict than

Koine tv,'o hundred Indians in it, wlioso 
interests must be tn'oteoted ! Is this 
the way to settle up British Columbia? 
Were our animadversions upon tlie ad- 
niiniHtrati('jii of (he Jjand Otlico. tho 
otlier day, unduly sevcn-o ? But there 
are those who imagine tliey sec in this 
Cilcotin i-eservation a design deeper 
than that wliieh appears on the face of 
it.

Sir Francis Hinoks. 

A few days ago wo exprossod a fear that 
there might bo some truth in the oft re- 
peated rumor about tho immediate retire- 
ment of Sir Francis Hinclcs from active 

political life Later exchiiii'.res Ihrow 
some aihlitiiinal li^rht u))iiii the sulijecl. 
The C)pi)(i:;itioii jmirnals had lieeomo ccii- 
vincod that Hir t'raiici.s had a.s (^uoil as 
ceased to 1)0 a menroer of tho (ioverii- 
mont; and, acting under that conviction, 
they acknowledged his great abilities as a 
financier, not by any means in a spirit of 
jnHti(!0 to him, bnt with a desire to injm-e 
the f iovornnu'iil liy ]iKi,','iiif\ iiie; tiie loss 
it waH buppo.sed to have siistailU'd. They 
even wont tho lenctli of naming' tho {[on. 
S. L. Tilley as his successor. It turiia 
put, however, that those jouruale wore a 



little too fast; and it is said they would 
now gladly retract tho praise lavished up- 
on th(! Finance Minister, sinco lio is still 
to remain in tho Ministry. Tlio rumored 
rotiromont of Sir Francis Hincks has Ijoon 
emphatically denied by Government or- 
gans, ono of them making tho following 
oracular statement at the head of its loacl- 
iag.oolumn: "Sir Francis Hinoks is not 
to lodvo tho Ministry. ' This is official." 
The folhiwinj.,' is, wo are led to holiovo, 
the real ])Osition of the inallor; Sir Fran- 
cis has lon^ desired to be reliov('d of the 
labors and an.xioties connected with the 
jiosition of Finance Minister, as soon as 
it could bo done without injury to tlio 
public interests or undue embarrassment 
to the Government. Sir John A. Mac- 
donald has so far snocoedod in rotaininp; 
the servic<«s of Sir fruncis that it is well 
understood ho will ooiitinuo to hold tho 
position through tho a])pruachiiiK soasion 
of ParUament, — how much loiigor re- 
mains to be seen. It would thus appear 
that the public calamity (for we must re- 
gard the retirement of Sir Francis as 
such) which we feared has only been post- 
poned — not averted.
